Minister MacDonald and A rthur Pon- 
sonby, under-secretary for foreign af­ 
fairs, signed for Great Britain and 
Ireland, while Adolph Joffe, Christian 
ilaksovsky, Tomski and Sheinm ann 
signed for the Russian government. 
I he treaty does not contain the name 
of King George, because the Russians 
have no titular head of their govern­ 
ment. 
Thus the Russians signed for 
their government as a whole, and the 
Britons only for 
their 
governm ent 
with no mention cf the 
sovereign. 
This raises the question of whether 
succeeding British governments will 
be bound by a treaty om itting men­ 
tion of the king 
Tile king, however, 
signed th** pact. 
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Americans Paid Nearly $5,000,000 For 
Fireworks In 1923. 
W ashington, Aug. 9. 
According to 
the federal census bureau, the Ameri­ 
can people burned up $4,961,237 in 
1923 in fireworks.

Truax, director of agriculture, in a 
statem ent here declared that reports 
that prosperity has returned to the 
farm er “are untrue and should be 
discouraged." 
Ile pointed out the danger of dis­ 
torting the slight salutary effect of 
the general advance in the prices of 
farm products with the result that 
many now believe the tanner to be 
happy and 
actually making money 
again. 
Director Truax said it was undeni­ 
able, however, that the advance in 
prices of certain of his products will 
have a very positive effect upon the 
m orale of the farm er and that it will 
give him renewed courage to carry 
on. 
“Farm ers who 
are 
selling 
their 
wheat today for $1.25 a bushel un­ 
doubtedly will be benefited financially 
and greatly encouraged," the director 
of agriculture stated. 
“But, what the 
agriculturist wants to .k n o w is what 
the price of wheat will 
be for the 
next 12 months—what will corn be 
worth when he has cribs full and ready 
to sell, and what will hogs be worth 
this lail and next spring, when he 
has them fat and ready tor m arket? 
“\\ bile the farmers are extremely 
grateful for these advances, yet to 
bring agricultural products to a com­ 
mon level w ith other commodities to 
day, wheat should be netting the pro 
ducer $1.50 per bushel, hogs 12 cents 
per pound, cattle the same price and 
other products in proportion.” 
Back of the entire American agri­ 
cultural problem, at cording to Truax, 
is the ever present lack of a common 
level of agricultural commodities w ith 
those of industry and labor. 
Other 
industries were said to be profiting 
at the expense of tho agrarian, while 
agriculture is biggen than ail other 
industries combined. 
Prosperity thus 
derived, therefore, tan not be perma­ 
nent, he said. 
The reason for these 
■unequal conditione, he added, is the 
l a d that there has bt * ii established 
in this country a system of protec­ 
tion and stabilization by the govern­ 
ment for all industries save agricul­ 
ture. referring to tariffs, the 
inter­ 
state commerce commission aud utili­ 
ties commission. 
Co-operative 
marketing 
associa­ 
tions, which, Truax said, are render­ 
ing “ valuable service to the producer 
without increasing the cost to the 
consumer,’’ will help solve the prob­ 
lem. but he said it was a certainty 
that they could not cure the ills.

A burned-out fuse on >ne’s cur In Rte 
country Is very inconvenient if there 
are no spares with which to replace It, 
but lf the motorist will carry a little 
tinfoil in his box of odd- an I ends he 
can make a serviceable tem porary re­ 
pair in a minute* As a m atter of fact, * 
any 
on** who smoke.** cigarettes or

chew# gum or eats candy *>a the road 
usually has some tinfoil on bls person, 
and so It is not nee* > try to make a 
special point of Including It with the 
tools. 
To rehabilitate the burned fuse it Is 
wrapped with one or two layers of the 
foil and reinserted in the fuse box. 
(hire should he taken not to wrap the 
fuse too heavily, as if this is done 
damage is liable to result to the wiring 
if it Is suddenly stressed with au over­ 
load.

Pay especial attention to companion 
and follow crops. 
A companion crop 
Is one that grows simultaneously with 
another. A follow crop is, tis its nome 
in41 cates, something to follow mid use 
the same soil ofter the first crop is 
harvested. 
Coni or cabbage would bo 
a follow crop for radishes, early beans, 
lettuce or spinach. 
Parsley or carrots sown with radish 
seed Is a companion crop, the seeds 
germinating In succession and the rad­ 
ishes being pulled as they 
m ature 
while the parsley or carrots, taking 
longer to germinate, will keep right on 
growing among the radishes and con­ 
tinue after they hove been pulled. 


Example of Companion Crop. 
Early cabbage plants set at inter­ 
vals of 18 inches among roil s of early 
radishes or young onions to keep grow­ 
ing when the radishes and onions h«ve 
been pulled give another example of 
the companion crop. 
By tabulating follow and companion 
crops closely and accurately the ground 
is used to Its full capacity and the 
greatest yield secured from the gar­ 
den. 
Plan for all the soil can carry. 
Fertilize to make It carry a full bur­ 
den of vegetables from frost to fee st. 


Rotation of Crops. 


Rotation of crops Is important. 
ft 
Is wise not to plant plants of the same 
botanical order In the same positions 
year In and year out. 
Beans and pea; 
should move across the garden and 
hack from year to year. 
Members of 
the cabbage family should he shifted 
.m their position. 
So also should tora 
as each of these vegetables exhausts 
certain elements In the soil In time 
and may also have disease germs. 
A convenient way of securing this 
rotation Is to draw a plan which yon 
can reserve. 
When you plant it from 
left to right this year, next season turn 
It around and plant the same plan 
from right to left. 
In this way the
